This  page  aims  to  present  the  history  of  '18ers  during 
the  modern  period.  To  avoid  misunderstanding  I  desire  at 
the  outset  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the 
reader  upon  the  term  Modern  and  the  mean- 
ing of  the  elastic  word  History.  History  is 
a  continuous  and  uninterrupted  evolution  and 
it  is  impossible  to  say  that  the  modern  period 
began  at  a  definite  date,  but  1  am  content 
to  use  the  term  as  referring  to  the  period 
which  began  September,   1916. 

Historical  materials  have  swelled  so  enormously  that 
to  compress  them  all  into  a  single  page  is  impossible.  But 
by  accepting  the  general  agreement,  I  am  prepared  to 
affirm  that  history  is  concerned  primarily  with  politics  and  everything  else 
in  the  life  of  a  class  affecting  politics.  It  is  understood  therefore  that  the 
present  page  will  treat  of  the  politics  of  the  Class  of  '18,  also  taking  note  of 
athletics,  society  and  literature  which  are  the  causes  of  every  new  political 
upheaval. 


CHAPTER  I. 

'ISers  during  "15  and    16.     References:  Round  -Ups;  G.  B.  Diaries;  Lar- 
iats; Memories. 

In  a  rapid  survey,  mention  must  be  made  of  the  early  conquests  of  the 
'18  tribe.     The  newly-recruited  forces  under  the  leadership  of  the  Roaches, 
Reed,  Thompson,  Short,  Holland,  Crosslin,  Morrow,  McDade, 
Early  and  leaderesses  as  Patty,  Youngblood,  Reaves  and  Kuyrkendall, 

Conquests.  and  their  barbaric  strength  overcame  the  '17ers  in  football, 
baseball,  track,  tennis  and  girls'  basketball.  As  they  went 
they  broke  one  Soph's  leg,  another's  jaw,  but  carried  the  spoils  with  them — 
"B's"  for  a  number  of  the  men  and  five  for  the  girls.  They  early  began  to 
mould  the  policy,  "stick  together  and  never  lose." 

For  a  season  all  energies  were  directed  to  a  domestic  policy  and  innovations 
were  made  in  the  social  institutions,   with  an  extension  of  privileges.     The 

Freshman  reception  was  enlarged  by  a  Soph  masquerade  party. 
Domestic  Notable  was  the  occasion  when  the  class,  as  Sophs,  were  allowed 
Policy.  a  picnic,  which  was  a  right  granted  only  to  upper  classmen.     An 

almost  revolutionary  act  came  in  the  passing  of  the  traditional 
spade  by  the  'Ibers  to  the  '18ers.  It  was  not  until  the  next  dynasty  that 
the  uprising  was  thoroughly  extricated.

Miss  Cagle  entered  and  won  the  prohibition  contest.  This  was 
an  important  circumstance  for  '18ers  were  destined  to  exercise  an  even  wider 
influence  in  oratory.  About  this  time  the  '  18  tribe  was  annexed  to  the  Bay- 
lor Empire  and  the  United  Kingdoms  adopted  the  Bear  insignia,  designed 
by  Miss  Thrailkill  of  the  '18ers.

HE  active  life  of  Baylor  has  always  been  gathered  around   its  four 
iterary  societies,  the  Philomathesian,  Erisophian,  R.C.B.  and  Callio- 
pean.      In  these,   youthful  orators  have  found  encouragement,    and 
young  genius  its  loyal  supporters.     Each  is  individual  and  yet  has 
its  lofty  aims  which  every  year  finds  raised  a  little  higher. 

The  Philomathesian  society  seeks  its  interests  among  the  general  activities 
of  the  school.  Its  boys  are  among  the  leaders  of  every  good  movement.  The 
president  and  vice-president  of  student  self-government  association  are  Philos; 
so  are  the  editors  of  the  Round  Up  and  Lariat.  The  captain  of  the  South- 
western Champion  Football  Team  is  a  Philo,  and  most  of  the  team  are  members 
of  the  same  society.      In  the  field  of  Baylor  service  nothing  is  closed  to  the  Philos 

TheErisophian  Society  has  always  been  alongside  of  it's  rival.  The  in- 
terest of  its  men,  while  covering  the  majority  of  Baylor's  movements,  has 
lately  been  focused  on  oratory.  Their  debaters  have  come  out  victorious  in 
nearly  every  debate  this  year.  The  President  of  the  Prohibition  League  is  a 
Sophie,  as  is  the  President  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Band.  The  business  mana- 
gers of  the  two  publications  are  members  of  this  society. 

The  R.C.B's.  the  sister  society  of  the  Sophies,  were  organized  thirty  years 
ago.  Among  its  members  it  numbers  the  last  three  presidents  of  the  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  Its  interests  are  also  along  athletic  lines  some  of  the  strongest  members 
of  the  basketball  teams  being  R.C.B's.  Most  of  the  town  girls  are  members 
of  this  society.

An  innovation  was  made  last  spring  in  Baylor  when  a  Y.  W.  A.  was  or- 
ganized to  fill  a  need  for  definite  denominational  work  which  was  not  to  be 
obtained  through  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  According  to  the  plan  now  in  operation, 
membership  in  one  constitutes  membership  in  the  other  organization.  At 
the  same  time  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  officers  are  elected,  a  president  is  chosen  who 
elects  her  fellow-officers;  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer.  These  four 
constitute  the  cabinet  of  the  Y.  W.  A.  and  meet  in  weekly  business  session 
with  the  members  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Cabinet.  The  Y.  W.  A.  president,  also 
chairman  of  the  mission  commtitee  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  with  her  committee 
conducts  the  mission  class  each  spring  and  arranges  the  regular  Friday  evening 
meeting  twice  each  month.

That    was    the   opening   of    the 
training  season  of    lb.     Each  man  knowing  that  they 
had  made  a  record  the  year  before  and  that  one  of  the 
hardest  schedules  known  was  facing  them,  went  to  work 
with  a  will  and  such  training  was  never  before  seen  on 
Carroll   Field.     One  week  of  such  preparations  was  in- 
dulged   in   before   school    opened.     Each    man  was  ino- 
culated with  the  serum  "Beat  Texas"  and  each  one  on 
the    field    worked    to    that    end.     Stiff    workouts,    long 
runs,    tackling,    punting,    hard    scrimmages,    were    the 
routine  the  coaches  drilled  the  players  in.     Each  man 
on  the  field   was  soon   in  good   trim  and   ready  for  a 
lively   scrimmage   to   show    the   coaches   they    were    in 
fighting  order. 

So  a  pre-season  game  was  arranged  with  San  Marcos 

Baptist  Academy      Though  fighting  against  odds,   the 

light  S.  M.  B.  A.  team  put  up  a  good  fight  but  were 

overcome    by    the    fast    Bear    aggregation.     The    score 

was  76  to  0.     This  game  gave  "Bubs"  and  "Mike"  a 

chance  to  see  the  flaws  in  their  machine   in  order  to 

make  improvements  before  the  real  season  opened. 

The  following  Saturday  the  Bears  formally  opened  their  season  by  defeating  the  team 

from  S.  M.  U.     The  Methodists  had  a  heavy  team  but  were  too  slow  to  cope  with  the  fast 

Bear  squad  and  were  smothered  under  by  the  score  of  62  to  0. 

On  the  opening  day  of  the  State  Fair,  the  Bears  played  Trinity  University.  The  Pres- 
byterians were  no  match  for  the  Bears  and  they  suffered  defeat  by  the  score  of  37  to  0.  Jour- 
neving  out  to  Brownwood  the  Bears  overcame  the  light  team  of  Howard  Payne  by  the  score 
of  '46  to  0. 

The  greatest  game  of  the  season  was  the  Baylor-State  game.  Fighting  every  inch  of 
the  way,  the  Bears  finally  routed  the  Longhorns  and  came  home  with  the  score  of  7  to  3, 
having  accomplished  a  feat  that  few  teams  can  boast  of,  namely,  the  downing  of  a  Texas 
Longhorn  team  on  Clark  Field. 

In  turn  Southwestern  suffered  defeat  before  a  small  crowd  at  the  Cotton  Palace  grounds. 
Score,  20  to  0. 

The  Bears  lost  the  only  contest  of  the  season  to  A.  &  M.     The  Bears  outplayed  the 

Aggies  in  every  department  of  the  game,  but  ill  luck  favored  them  that  day,  so  A.  &  M.  won 

by  the  score  of  3  to  0,  the  score  being  made  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  play  by  a  place  kick. 

Journeying  into  Oklahoma  the  Bears  raided  foreign  territory  and  brought   home  the 

scalps  of  the  Okla.  Aggies  with  a  10  to  7  score. 

The  final  game  was  played  on  Thanksgiving  Day  with  an  old  rival — T.   C.   U.     The 
Bears  won  by  the  score  of  37  to  14.    Thus  closed  one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  in  many 
years  for  the  Bears.     Not  counting  the  score  of  the  Oklahoma  game,  Baylor  .score  a  total  of 
285  points  against  her  opponents'  20.     She  has  the  strongest  claim  for  the  State  champion- 
ship and  has  four    All-State  men  and  three  All  Southwestern  men.

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NTE  Diern  Quintum  Kalendas  Novem- 
bris.  A  day  that  will  go  down  in  the 
annals  of  the  history  of  Baylor  as  the 
day  when  Baylor  came  into  her  own 
again  and  trampled  in  the  dust  her  ancient  ri\al, 
the  Texas  Longhorn. 

Thus  the  fateful  day  came  to  pass,  and  the 
Bears  emerged  with  the  big  end  of  a  7  to  3  score. 
Ever  since  1900  the  Longhorns  have  had  the 
edge  on  the  Bears  and  humbled  them  in  defeat. 
They  looked  upon  the  Baptist  team  as  a  small 
weakling  and  laguhed  at  its  weak  attempt  to  defeat 
them.  But  this  same  little  weakling  never  gave 
up  hope.  L'nder  each  smarting  defeat  it  grew, 
and  its  every  wish  was  to  grow  up  big  enough  to 
make  the  Longhorn  herd  bite  thedust  beneath  its 
feet.  Now  "Lc  Petit  Chose"  has  grown  into  a 
well-developed  Bear.  Still  remembering  its 
younger  days  and  hardened  by  past  defeats,  it 
swept  down  on  the  quiet  grazing  grounds  of  the 
Longhorns,  took  them  by  surprise,  stampeded 
the  corral,  and  staged  a  round-up. 

The  Baylor-State  game  was  one  of  the  fastest 
that  has  ever  been  staged  on  a  Longhorn  field  in 
several  seasons.  It  was  nothing  short  of  a 
battle-royal — a  classic  supreme.  It  was  charac- 
terized by  clean  sportsmanship  on  both  sides. 
Open  style  of  playing  proved  to  be  more  for- 
midable than  straight  football.  It  was  a  machine 
well  coached  and  drilled  against  one  that  lacked 
proper  tutoring.  The  Longhorns  felt  the  same 
as  A.  &  M.  did  when  they  played  Rice  last  year — 
a  little  bit  over-confident. 

Baylor  won  the  toss  and  decided  to  receive  at 
the  south  goal.  Dolan  kicked  off  for  Texas  and 
Lucian  Roach  received  and  returned  for  10  yards. 
By  a  series  of  plays  the  Bears  carried  the  ball  to 
Texas"  40-yard  line  where  a  place  kick  was  tried 
but  failed. 

Texas  then  tried  her  hand  but  could  not  gain 
so  they  were  forced  to  kick  and  the  ball  was 
soon  in  the  pcssession  of  the  Bears  again.  This 
time  they  began  a  new  series  of  attacks.  A  for- 
ward pass  to  Thompson  failed  and  then  the  sig- 
nal, 30-25-54,  from  which  resulted  a  forward 
pass  by  Wilson  to  Reed,  who  then  received  the 
ball  and  ran  fifty  yards  for  a  touchdown.  A  few 
minutes  later  Jack  Roach  kicked  goal  and  the 
score  was  then  Bavlor  7  to  Texas  0. 
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In  vain  did  Texas  try  to  come  back  but  the 
dirty  work  had  been  done  while  they  were  not 
fully  aware  of  what  they  were  up  against,  and  all 
of  their  efforts  were  futile.  But  in  the  second 
quarter  they  scored  an  easy  place  kick  and  that 
ended  their  part  of  the  scoring. 

During  the  third  quarter  Baylor  still  had  the 
edge  on  the  Longhorns  and  they  continued  to 
outplay  them  but  could  not  put  the  ball  across 
the  last  white  line  again. 

In  the  last  quarter  Texas  began  to  put  forth 
her  last  effort  to  make  a  touchdown  but  they 
lacked  the  punch  to  carry  the  ball  at  the  right 
times  and  through  the  right  places.  In  vain  did 
they  strive  to  find  holes  in  the  Baylor  line  but 
every  time  they  attempted  such  they  were  met 
by  some  mighty  Bear  who  tackled  them  so  fiercely 
that  they  either  lost  or  fumbled.  The  ball  was 
carried  to  Baylor's  5-yard  line.  Moore  was 
called  on  to  carry  the  ball  for  Texas  and  he  was 
tackled  so  fiercely  that  he  fumbled  and  Dittmar 
recovering  on  Baylor's  12-yard  line.  Hedick 
then  advanced  4  yards  and  again  he  advanced 
6  yards  and  the  ball  was  on  Baylor's  2-yard  line. 
And  here  the  Texas  men  were  too  anxious  to 
score  and  they  tried  to  push  the  ball  over,  so  they 
were  given  a  penalty  of  15  yards.  The  ball  was 
now  on  Baylor's  17-yard  line  and  Lang  attempted 
to  carry  the  ball  but  fumbled  and  this  time 
Baylor  recovered  on  her  8-yard  line.  Fouts  then 
punted  for  55  yards.  Holland  who  had  replaced 
Short  at  full,  intercepted  a  pass  on  Texas'  40-yard 
line.  L.  Roach  then  went  1 1  yards,  first  down  on 
Texas'  25-yard  line.  Holland  5  yards,  L.  Roach 
lost  3  yards.  Wilson  5  yards.  Fouts  5  yards, 
first  down,  on  Texas'  13-yard  line.  Holland  3 
yards,  right  end.  Fouts  8  yaids,  first  down  on 
Texas'  5-yard  line.  Fouts  hit  the  line  for  4  more 
yards  and  this  placed  the  ball  on  Texas'  1-yard 
line,  first  down,  only  one  more  yard  to  go.  Wh-r- 
-r-r-r-st,  sounded  the  referee's  whistle,  and  the 
greatest  game  of  the  season  was  over,  with  the 
Baylor  Bear  the  victor. 

To  mention  the  stars  of  the  game  would  be  an 
easy  thing  to  do,  for  every  man  on  the  team 
played  up  to  his  limit  that  day.  Captain  Fouts 
played  with  an  injured  shoulder  but  he  showed 
them  that  he  was  the  same  old  "Fouts  "  they  had 
heard  of.  In  the  last  few  minutes  of  the  game  he 
let  himself  loose  and  tore  the  Texas  line  to  pieces. 

John  Reed,  right  end  for  the  Bears,  played  the 
most    sensational    game    that    was    ever   seen   on 
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Clark  Field.  He  not  only  excelled  in  offensive 
work  but  also  proved  to  be  equal  in  defensive. 
He  is  the  star  that  pulled  a  long  30-yard  pass  and 
ran  50  yards  more  through  a  broken  field  for  the 
only  touchdown  of  the  game. 

The  entire  line  played  the  best  game  that  could 
be  played  and  when  a  Te.xas  man  tried  to  hit  the 
line  he  found  he  was  running  up  against  a  brick 
wall.  With  such  men  as  Hughes,  Fielder,  J. 
Roach,  J.  Norris  and  Turner  in  the  line,  the 
Texas  men  found  something  that  they  were  not 
expecting  and  they  had  to  rely  on  other  means 
to  make  their  required  distances  each  time,  and 
then  they  did  not  make  their  gain. 

But  the  backfield,  composed  of  Wilson,  L. 
Roach,  Short  and  Fouts,  made  up  a  quartet  that 
executed  plays  Texas  could  not  solve  in  time  to 
stop  the  onrush  and  it  was  by  the  superb  passing 
of  Wilson,  the  famous  end  runs  of  L.  Roach  and 
the  fierce  line-smashing  of  Short,  all  under  the 
generalship  of  Captain  "Tweet"  Fouts,  that  the 
victory  of  this  game  was  made  possible.  Wilson's 
passing  was  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  game. 
He  did  better  than  Clyde  Littlefield,  the  best 
passer  that  the  Longhorns  ever  produced.  Right 
half  Lucian  Roach  was  a  demon  when  it  came  to 
tearing  off  the  remaining  yards  to  make  first 
downs.  His  brilliant  end  runs  have  never  seen 
an  equal.  Speed  and  quick  thinking  are  his 
main  assets,  with  his  side-step  that  fooled  many 
a  would-be  tackier. 

Captain  Fouts,  playing  at  quarter,  generaled 
his  men  in  such  a  manner  that  on  his  playing  that 
day  he  was  again  chosen  for  the  All-State  posi- 
tion. His  presence  in  the  game  inspired  his 
men  and  they  responded  to  his  every  signal.  In 
the  last  few  minutes  of  play  he  assumed  his  old 
position  of  full  back  and  by  his  fierce  line-smashing 
the  ball  was  placed  on  Texas'  1-yard  line.  Here 
time  was  called  and  thus  Baylor  was  robbed  of 
another  chance  to  score  another  touchdown. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Baylor  football  will 
there  be  so  fond  a  remembrance  for  the  Bears 
as  when  they  look  back  to  that  memorable  day 
of  October  28,  1916.  When  the  wheel  of  Time 
has  rolled  around  and  the  Bears  of  today  have 
entered  the  outside  world,  they  can  still  point 
their  fingers  at  the  Bears  of  tomorrow  and  say: 
"Repeat  the  victory  of  Oct.  28,  1916."  Thus 
ended  the  happiest  day  in  the  history  of  Baylor 
and  the  Baylor  Bear  returned  covered  with  the  dust 
of  battle,  but  a   victor,  saying:   "Veni,   vidi,  vici!" 


Hughes     Turner     Fif.i  der 
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DROP-KICK  by  Burns  in  the  last 
quarter  won  the  game  for  A.  &  M.,  and 
wrested  an  undisputed  championship 
from  the  Bears.  Dame  Fortune  was 
against  the  Bears  that  day.  Every  time  a  chance 
to  score  came,  someone  would  fumble  and  A.  & 
M.  would  recover  and  kick  out  of  danger.  Three 
times  the  ball  was  carried  to  A.  &  M.'s  three-yard 
line.  Here  each  time  the  fatal  fumble  would 
occur  and  the  Bears  would  again  have  to  assume 
the  defensive. 

In  the  first  half  the  Bears  had  everything  their 
own  way,  gaining  at  will,  but  when  they  had  the 
ball  on  the  Aggies'  5-yard  line  they  could  go  no 
further.  The  Bears  seemed  a  little  bit  over- 
confident and  lacked  the  punch  to  carry  the  ball 
at  the  right  times  and  through  the  right  places. 
The  Bears  gained  more  ground  than  their  oppo- 
nents but  on  the  verge  of  a  touchdown  they  would 
fumble.  All  the  breaks  of  the  game  went  to 
A.  &  M.  The  game  was  marred  several  times  by 
roughing,  the  Aggies  being  penalized  four  times, 
40  yards,  to  the  Bears'  5  yards.  The  Aggie  line 
was  much  heavier  than  the  Bears',  but  they  did 
not  have  the  backfield  of  the  latter.  Every  man 
on  the  Bear  backfield  deserves  special  mention, 
the  most  promising  star  being  Theron  Fouts. 
Wilson,  left  halfback,  knows  no  equal  in  the 
passing  game.  His  true  forward  passing  made 
it  less  difficult  for  the  fast  ends  to  make  long 
gains.  "Yank"  circled  the  Aggie  ends  for  long 
gains,  and  nearly  put  the  game  on  ice  for  the 
Bears,  but  on  the  next  play  a  fumble  lost  the 
ball  for  Baylor.  L.  Roach  made  some  brilliant 
end  runs  and  stopped  the  onrush  of  the  Aggie 
line  when  they  got  past  the  first  defense. 

For  the  Aggies,  Gilfillan  played  the  most 
consistent  game;  his  line  plunging  being  the 
feature.  Settergast  was  good  both  on  offensive 
and  defensive.  He  saved  the  game  by  tackling 
Fouts  when  a  touchdown  seemed  inevitable. 

Baylor  won  the  toss  and  decided  to  defend  the 
south  goal.  Thorton  kicked  off  50  yards  to  Fouts 
who  returned  25  yards  and  then  fumbled,  A.  & 
M.  recovering.  The  Aggies  could  not  gain  so 
they  were  forced  to  kick.  Thorton  then  kicked 
45  yards  to  'Wilson  who  returned  it  for  50  yards. 
A  series  of  plays  was  then  carried  out,  Baylor 
continuing  to  advance.  Then  Wilson  broke 
loose  for  a  56-yard  run  and  was  downed  on  the 
Aggies'  2-yard  line.  Here  Baylor  again  fumbled 
and  the  Aggies  recovered  and  kicked  out  of 
danger.     All   during   the  first   quarter  the   Bears 
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gained  at  will  but  lacked  the  punch  to  carry  the 
ball  across  the  last  white  line.  The  quarter 
ended  with  the  ball  in  the  Aggies'  possession  on 
their  own  20-vard  line.  Score,  Bavlor,  0;  A.  & 
M.,  0. 

The  second  quarter  opened  with  an  argument 
lor  the  possession  of  the  ball.  It  was  finally 
awarded  to  Baylor.  Baylor  could  not  gain,  so 
the  ball  went  over.  During  this  quarter  the  ball 
changed  hands  frequently  but  the  Bears  contin- 
ued to  have  the  best  of  the  argument.  This 
quarter  was  characterized  by  the  frequent  use  of 
the  forward  pass  by  both  sides.  The  quarter 
ended  b>-  Thorton  punting  53  yards  to  Fouts, 
who  fumbled  and  the  Aggies  recovered.  Here  the 
quarter  ended.      The  score:  Baylor,  0;  A.  &  M.,  0. 

The  third  quarter  opened  by  Baylor  kicking 
off  to  A.  &  M.  Rollins  received  and  returned  26 
yards.  Byrom  replaced  Reed  for  Baylor  and 
Gilfillan  replaced  Mitchell  for  A.  &i  M.  Each 
team  was  now  determined  to  score,  but  neither 
could  put  the  ball  over  for  a  toughdown.  It  was 
a  battle-royal,  both  sides  fighting  hard  and  this 
time  neither  one  having  the  edge  on  the  other. 
Each  team  oft-times  making  the  other  kick  on 
account  of  not  being  able  to  make  their  required 
distances.  The  forward  pass  was  again  resorted 
t(j  but  neither  side  could  use  it  to  advantage. 
Towards  the  last  of  the  quarter  Short  intercepted 
a  pass  and  Baylor  made  an  attempt  to  score. 
Fouts  made  three  yards  around  right  end,  Wilson 
added  three  yards  more  around  left  end.  Here 
the  quarter  ended.     Score:  Baylor,  0;  A.  &   M.,  0. 

The  last  quarter  opened  by  A.  &  M.  kicking  off 
to  Baylor.  Fouts  received  but  fumbled.  The 
ball  was  recovered  by  Wilson  who  also  fumbled. 
This  time  it  was  recovered  by  Gilfillan.  A.  &l.  M 
then  tried  a  series  of  plays  but  could  not  gain,  so 
Burns  stepped  back  and  being  guarded  well,  he 
placed  the  ball  between  the  goal  posts  by  a  drop 
kick.  A.  &  M.  then  kicked  off  to  Baylor  and  L. 
Roach  returned  for  10  yards.  Fouts  then  made  a 
long  end  run.  Walker  was  then  sent  in  to  try 
a  place  kick  and  attempt  to  tie  the  score,  but 
missed  and  the  game  ended  with  A.  &  M.  the 
winner. 

Thus  ended  another  great  game  in  the  history 
of  Baylor.  Though  conquered,  the  Bears  still 
held  their  heads  aloft,  knowing  that  the  victory 
had  not  been  made  through  their  line  and  that 
their  goal  line  had  not  been  crossed.  In  many 
ways  the  game  was  a  failure  but  then  even  the 
best  of  teams  are  destined  to  lose  sometimes. 
Baylor  has  lost  before  so  she  knew  how  to  take 
a  defeat  and  even  bitter  as  it  was,  the  Bears  knew 
that  entire  Baylor  was  still  with  them.  They 
were  true  sportsmen  and  had  lost,  so  they  took 
their  defeat  in  a  goodly  way,  hoping  that  victory 
would  come  some  day.  For  they  remembered 
their  motto:  "Sportsmanship — then  Victory."

JASKETBALL   approached   a  higher 

plane  in   Baylor  athletics  during  the 

season  of  1917.     The  largest  squad  for 

many   seasons  reported    for    practice 

and  there    were    larger    crowds    out    for   the 

games,  and  this    showed    that  basketball  was 

coming  to  be  better  liked  in  Baylor.     Though 

the  Bears  did  not  win  every  game,  they  showed 

to  their  opponents  that  they  were  "scrappers." 

Captain  Thompson  was  the  star  of  every 

game  and  it  was  under  his  leadership  that  the 

men  worked  so  faithfully.     He  was  always  on 

the  move  and  kept  the  men  in    good  spirits 

even  though  they  were  losing.     He  was  always 

following  the  ball    and  oftimes  he  would  make 

a  shot  at    the  basket,  and  if    it    was  not  true 

he  would  be  there  to  take  another.    He  began 

the  season  by  playing  forward,    but  was  later 

switched    to    center,    where    he  also  played   a 

stellar  game. 

The  Bears  opened  the  season  by  defeating  the  fast  San  Marcos  Baptist 

Academy  five  by  the  score  of  38  to  11.     Simmons  was  later  defeated  in  two 

fast  games.    The  Bears  next  tackled  the  fast  team  from  Decatur.     This  proved 

to  be  one  of  the  most  exciting  games  of  the  season.     First  one  team  leading 

and  then  the  other.      In  the  last  few  minutes  with  the  score  tied,  the  lengthy 

center  from  Decatur  shot  some  sensational  baskets  and  won  the  game  for 

Decatur. 

On  the  road  trip  the  Bears  lost  two  games  to  A.  &  M.  The  first  night 
the  Bears  seemed  excited  but  the  next  night  they  came  back  strong  and  A. 
&  M.  was  taxed  to  her  limit  to  defeat  the  Bears.  Two  hard-fought  games  were 
lost  to  State,  but  the  Bears  won  the  final  game  on  the  trip  from  Southwestern 
at  Georgetown.  A  week  later  the  Bears  again  won  from  Southwestern  on 
their  own  grounds.  The  Bears  closed  the  season  at  home  by  losing  two  more 
games  to  Texas.  The  final  games  of  the  season  were  lost  to  Simmons  on 
their  court  by  a  narrow  margin  each  time. 

The  1917  season  was  a  failure  in  many  ways,  but  in  another  it  was  a  suc- 
cess, in  that  it  brought  out  a  goodly  number  of  Freshmen  who  displayed  their 
abilities  as  basketball  players,  and  with  the  material  on  hand  for  next  year, 
we  predict  a  successful  season  for  the  Bears  in  1918.

(N  the  season  of  1916,  Baylor  defeated  all 
college  teams  that  played  the  game  and 
when  the   North  Texas   Soccer   League 
was  organized  the  Bears  took  third  place. 
For  the  season  just  closed  the  Bears  were  tied 
with  two  other  teams  for  first  place  in  the  league. 
But  when  the  tie  was  played  off  the  Bears  lost 
to  the  Sears  Roebuck  team  from  Dallas  and  thus 
made  her  tied  for  second  place.     The  last  game 
with  the  Sears  Roebuck  was  played  just  after  the 
winter  term  exams  and  most  of  the  regular  mem- 
bers of  the  team  were  ineligible  so  the  Bear  team 
was  not  up  to  its  best  strength. 

But  under  the  coaching  of  "Mike"  Balenti 
the  Bears  put  out  a  good  team.  Though  the 
Bears  played  the  game  a  little  different  from  the 
way  the  native  Englishman  plays  it,  the  Bears 
always  put  up  a  good  fight  and  never  ceased  un- 
til the  last  whistle.  Captain  Neville,  Short,  Woods,  L.  Roach,  deBritto  and 
Porter  were  the  stars  and  it  was  by  many  a  quick  kick  of  theirs  that  the 
Bears'  goal  was  oft-times  saved.  deBritto  was  one  of  the  best  forwards  in  the 
state  and  he  was  the  one  that  was  responsible  for  most  of  the  Bears'  victories.

^^IJVERY  year  Baylor  has  been  progressing 
along  the  line  of  track  athletics.     This 
year     looked     exceptionally     bright     to 
Baylor  but  then  the   question  of  eligibi- 
lity came  up  and  some  of  the  good  men  were  found 
to  be  ineligible   and  thus  the  Bears  had  to  face 
the  situation  with  a  mere  handful  of  men.     But 
these  few  men  kept   working  and   training  and 
have  put  forth  some  good  results. 

The  first  track  meet  was  with  Howard  Payne. 
Baylor  won  most  of  the  first  places  but  lost  on 
account  of  not  having  enough  men  to  enter  all 
of  the  events.  Porter  won  first  place  in  the  880 
yard  run  and  second  place  in  the  pole  vault; 
Jones  won  first  place  in  both  the  shot  put  and 
discus  throw;  Wilson  first  place  in  both  the  100 
100  and  220  yard  dashes;  Managan  first  in  the 
high  jump  and  in  the  javelin  throw;  Neville,  first 
in  the  mile;  Wooters  second  in  the  440;  Robert- 
son won  second  place  in  the  broad  jump;  Thomp- 
son won  third  in  the  220,  third  in  the  100  yard  dash,  second  in  the  javelin  throw 
and  third  in  the  shot  put. 

But  under  the  leadership  of  Captain  Porter  the  team  trained  hard  and 
when  Southwestern  was  tackled,  Porter's  men  had  on  their  winning  clothes 
that  day  and  won  the  track  meet  by  the  score  of  6/1/2  to  53  3/^.

JOACH  Mosley  issued  his  first  call  for 
baseball  practice  about  the  last  of  Jan- 
uary and  one  of  the  biggest  squads  in 
some  time  reported  to  his  call.  Soon  it 
began  to  loom  up  before  the  Bear  supporters  that 
the  Bears  were  going  to  have  the  best  team  in  the 
state  for  this  season.  Everything  was  going  on 
fine  until  about  the  last  of  the  winter  term  and 
then  the  inevitable  thing  happened.  Crosslin,  the 
third  baseman  dropped  out  of  school  and 
others  were  made  ineligible  on  account  of  exams 
and  then  "Bubs'  had  to  go  to  work  again  and 
reconstruct  his  machine.  But  this  did  not  dis- 
hearten the  Bears  a  bit  and  they  went  to  work 
with  all  of  the  energy  they  could  put  into  in  and 
soon  a  good  machine  was  seen  in  operation 
against  the  Navigators.  The  first  game  played 
against  the  Waco  league  club,  the  Bears  played 
air  tight  ball  and  had  the  leaguers  beaten  up  to 
the  last  inning  and  then  they  put  across  the  winning  score  after  an  error  by 
Ellis  in  over-throwing  first  base.  This  game  went  for  eleven  innings.  The 
next  week  the  Bears  had  regained  spirit  and  so  they  tackled  the  Navigators 
again  but  this  time  the  Navigators  were  out  for  revenge  and  they  walloped 
the  Bears  good.  But  still  the  Bears  kept  working  and  soon  a  good  baseball 
machine  was  in  good  operation. 

On  March  31st,  the  Bears  opened  the  season  by  playing  the  Longhorns 
on  their  field  but  errors  were  in  great  numbers  that  day  and  the  Longhorns 
won  by  the  score  of  8  to  3. 

The  next  series  was  played  on  the  home  field  and  the  Bears  took  the  team 
from  Southwestern  University  in  camp  for  a  couple  of  games  administering  a 
defeat  to  them  in  both  games.  The  score  of  the  first,  6  to  4  and  that  of 
second,  9  to  1 . 

Encouraged  by  these  two  victories  the  Bears  next  visited  the  "Pirates'" 
on  their  own  grounds,  but  the  Bears  were  a  little  bit  over  confident  and  made 
errors  behind  Duncan  and  the  Pirates  won  6  to  9. 

The  next  series  of  games  was  played  with  T.C.U.,  on  April  16  and  17. 
The  first  game  was  one  of  the  most  ragged  exhibitions  of  a  baseball  game  that 
the  Bears  ever  tried  to  put  forth.  But  the  next  day  a  few  changes  were  made 
in  the  line  up  and  under  the  pitching  of  Farrington,  the  Bears  gave  the  Horned 
Frogs  a  good  drubbing  to  the  tune  of  5  to  1 . 

Texas  canceled  their  games  with  the  Bears  for  April  20  and  21,  and  so 
far  no  other  games  have  been  played.  Though  the  Bears  have  lost  the  ma- 
jority of  their  games  they  still  have  a  good  team  and  have  the  hardest  hitting 
club  in  the  circuit,  but  as  yet  all  of  them  have  not  hit  their  strid  but  woe  be 
unto  the  other  teams  when  they  do.  They  have  profited  by  their  defeats  and 
are  now  putting  up  some  good  exhibitions  of  the  national  game.  So  much  is 
yet  to  be  expected  of  the  Bears  and  the  season  has  not  passed  yet  and  we  pre- 
dict for  the  Bears  the  top  position.

In  the  semi-finals,  Matthews  defeated  Collins  easily,  6-1,  6-1,  but  Ward 
and  Pittman  fought  three  long  sets,  it  being  an  even  break  almost  until  the 
last  point  was  played.

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URING  the  one  year  of  her  work  in  Baylor,  Miss  Ruth  Fitch  has 
clearly  demonstrated  her  ability  as  a  woman's  athletic  director. 
She  is  a  graduate  fron  Nebraska  State  University,  holding  both  a 
literary  and  physical  education  degree. 

At  present  there  are  in  all  about  a  hundred  and  eighty  girls  enrolled  in 
the  four  regular  classes.  These  pupils  are  required  to  do  two  hours"  work 
each  week  in  half-hour  periods.  The  first  year  classes  study  Swedish  gym- 
nastics, doing  elementary  work  on  the  stall  bars  and  ladders  as  well  as  the 
folk  games.  Second  year  classes  take  German  gymnastics,  studying  especially 
modes  and  direction  in  marching  besides  drills  in  wands,  dumb  bells  and  Indian 
clubs. 

B'sid  •?  these  two  regular  classes,  each  quarter  some  one  game  is  intro- 
duced and  emphasized.  In  the  fall  there  were  four  basketball  teams  organ- 
ized, each  playing  four  periods  each  week.  In  this  sport,  Lois  Cook  was  easily 
the  star,  holding  the  goal-throwing  record  throughout  the  quarter.  Running 
her  a  close  second  were  Tommie  Vickers,  Vera  Robertson,  Irene  Matthews 
and  Lura  Bess  Birdwell. 

During  the  winter  indoor  baseball  was  introduced  for  the  first  tim.e  in 
Baylor.  Six  teams  played  foi  eight  periods  each  week.  The  captain  of  the 
winning  group  in  the  tournament  was  Miss  Hiawatha  Crosshn.  Lovey  Smith, 
Louise  Baugh,  Irene  Matthews,  Helen  Wallace,  Lois  Ward  and  Esther  Leuch- 
ner  constituted  another  bunch  of  stars. 

Volleyball  and  tennis  both  were  used  in  the  spring  term.  The  former 
all-star  team  chosen  from  the  three  class  teams  has  won  with  creditable  score, 
every  game  played  with  the  city  Y.  W.  C.  A.  team.  This  is  the  only  game 
which  has  been  played  with  any  opponent  outside  of  the  school.  No  tourna- 
ment has  been  held.  Stars  on  the  teams  are  Esther  Leuchner,  Kathleen 
Wright,  Lura  Bess  Birdwell,  Ella  Lee  Pope  and  Irene  Matthews.  In  the 
tennis  'tournament  eighteen  girls  have  been  enrolled  with  Miss  Lois  Ward 
winning  in  the  singles. 

Medical  and  physical  examination  are  given  each  girl  the  first  of  the  year 
and  her  record  is  kept  on  file  with  the  corrections  noted. 

To  win  a  ''B,"  the  candidate  must  make  ninety-five  per  cent  on  her 
class  work  besides  making  some  of  the  teams  and  doing  stellar  work  on  it. 

In  addition  to  these  courses,  Miss  Fitch  is  giving  a  course  in  ''First  Aid" 
work  in  which  about  two  hundred  girls  are  enrolled.  The  course  is  practical, 
stressing  laboratory  work  as  well  as  attendance  to  lectures. 

The  work  of  the  Physical  Education  Department  has  been  highly  grati- 
fying to  the  authorities  as  well  as  beneficial  to  the  Baylor  girls.

apparently  has  been  at  great  pains  to  concen- 
trate; while  short  snappy  sentences,  on  the 
other  hand,  with  the  frequent  recurrence  of 
subject  and  predicate,  thus  recalling  and  em- 
phasizing the  idea  to  be  expressed  as  the  de- 
velopment of  the  thought  proceeds,  like  num- 
erous sign-posts  upon  an  untouched  road, 
these  frequent  breaks  having  the  effect  of 
taking  a  new  hold  upon  the  reader's  attention, 
oases  in  the  desert  of  words,  as  it  were,  will  be 
found  to  be  much  more  effective,  much  more 
conducive  to  clarity  and  far  better  calculated 
to  preserve   the  contact,    the  wireless  connec- 


tion, so  to  speak,  between  the  writer  and  the 
reader,  provided,  however,  (and  it  is  always 
very  easy  to  lose  through  a  too  strict  and  too 
literal  application  of  a  general  rule),  that  the 
sentences  are  not  so  short  as  to  give  a  jerky, 
choppy  and  sketchy  effect  and  to  scatter  the 
reader's  attention  so  often  and  to  send  him 
wool-gathering  completely.

UE  to  the  fact  that  it  was  thought  best  to  separate  the  Academy  from 
the  College,  it  was  also  decided  to  separate  the  literary  societies,  thus 
having  both  a  Junior  and  a  Senior  society.  This  gave  the  boys  in 
the  Academy  an  opportunity  to  obtain  an  oratorical  association  of 

their    own,    which    organization    has    made    remarkable    progress    during    the 

past  few  years. 

In  the  Fall  quarter  of  1916  the  Academy  societies  met  in  a  debating  con- 
test, the  subject  being:  "Resolved,  That  the  Monroe  Doctrine  should  be  Dis- 
continued as  a  Part  of  the  Permanent  Foreign  Policy  of  the  United  States." 
The  affirmative  was  upheld  by  the  Erisophians,  their  representatives  being 
Roy  Hudgings  and  A.  Gregory.  The  Philomathesians  supported  the  nega- 
tive and  were  represented  by  J.  A.  Hall  and  J.  L.  Yelvington.  The  speeches 
as  a  whole  were  very  interesting  and  instructive.  The  judges'  decision  was 
two  to  one  in  favor  of  the  negative.  The  next  important  contest  was  the 
Levinski  Debate — so  called  from  the  name  of  the  donor,  Mr.  J.  Levinski,  of 
Waco.  The  question  for  this  debate  was:  "Resolved,  That  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment Should  Own  and  Operate  the  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Systems  of 
the  United  States."  The  Philo  representatives  were  J.  A.  Hall,  J.  O.  Liv- 
ingston and  H.  T.  Dawson.  The  Erisophian  representatives  were  J.  L.  Hol- 
comb,  F.  B.  Kemp  and  Lewis  Stuckey.  The  decision  was  as  follows:  Lewis 
Stuckey,  first  place;  F.  B.  Kemp,  second  place;  and  J.  A.  Hall,  third  place. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  untold  benefits  will  arise  from  these  organizations, 
and  it  is  our  belief  that  the  Baylor  Academy  will  produce  some  of  our  strongest 
orators  and  leading  statesmen  in  the  years  which  are  to  follow.

R.  E.  Truly, 
from  the  swamps  of  Louisiana,  compensated  for  the  loss  of  our  old 
friend  Reese.  This  noble  band  of  knowledge-seekers  constitutes 
what  has  been  and  is  now,  one  of  the  most  succesful  and  intelligent  classes  that 
has  ever  attained  the  third  stage  of  medico-embryonal  development  in  Baylor.

volution. As  Juniors  we  have  come  into  the  possession  of  that  much-coveted 
privilege  of  wearing  a  white  coat  and  carrying  a  stethoscope  in  our  pockets. 

In  our  out-door  dispensary  we  have  been  brought  face  to  face  with  a  few 
new  facts.  For  instance,  that  a  "wee-bit"  of  heart  murmur  and  a  few  sub- 
crepitant  rales  are  present  in  every  thorax;  that  there  is  an  error  in  the  diet 
of  every  sick  baby  which  can  be  corrected  by  giving  a  little  prune-juice;  that 
there  is  much  overlapping  pathology  in  the  female  pelvis  and  very  many 
breaks — very  many  indeed — which  cause  the  overlapping;  and  that  all  obscure 
conditions  will  ultimately  lead  to  an  order  for  a  Wasserman. 

Becoming  more  seriously  concerned  as  we  continue  the  fascinating  study 
of  medicine,  we  realize  that  each  fact  gained  will  serve  as  a  bullet  with  which 
to  tear  down  the  shell  of  obscurity  from  our  atypical  pathological  processes.

IN  1900  there  was  a  medical  school  organized  which  was  called  The 
Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Dallas.  This  school  at 
that  time  had  a  two-year  course,  but  in  1903  Dr.  Gary  was  elected 
Dean  and  changed  it  from  a  two-year  course  to  a  three-year  course. 
Up  to  that  time  the  Deans  were  Dr.  J.  B.  Titterington  and  Dr.  C.  M.  Rosser, 
respectively.  In  1903  Baylor  was  acquired  by  Baylor  University  of  Waco, 
and  has  since  been  owned  and  operated  by  the  Baptist  General  Convention  of 
Texas,  through  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Dean.  Dr.  E.  G.  Eberle  was  for 
some  years  Dean  of  the  Pharmacy  Deparrment  but  Dr.  Gary  is  now  Acting 
Dean  of  that  department  as  well  as  of  the  Medical  Department. 

This  medical  school,  quartered  in  the  Ramseur  Science  Building,  is  very 
near  the  Texas  Baptist  Memorial  Sanitarium,  which,  by  the  way,  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  South.  The  charity  cases  of  this  institution  are  used  by  the 
medical  school  as  clinical  material.  The  school  also  has  the  use  of  the  Gity 
Hospital  for  clinic. 

In  1905  another  medical  school  sprung  up,  with  Dr.  Jno.  McReynolds 
as  its  Dean,  and  was  known  as  Southern  Methodist  University  Medical 
School.  The  Southern  Methodist  University  decided  in  1915  to  discontinue 
their  medical  department  and  this  left  only  Baylor  Medical  School  again. 

After  unceasing  toil  on  the  part  of  those  connected  with  Baylor  Medical, 
in  1916  she  got  Glass  A  rating.  We  have  now  one  of  the  best  medical  schools 
in  the  United  States.  Our  clinical  material  is  far  more  than  is  really  needed, 
our  obstetrical  department  as  far  as  clinical  material  is  concerned,  exceeds  the 
State  University  Medical  Department  by  a  wide  margin.  The  surgical  ma- 
terial is  much  more  abundant  also  than  the  State.  We  have  on  the  faculty 
the  best  men  in  the  country  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  time  when 
Baylor  will  not  only  be  known  throughout  the  South  but  also  throughout  the 
United  States.  Baylor  has  an  alumni  to  be  proud  of — they  stand  at  the 
head  of  their  profession  wherever  they  are.
